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100th  Season  of  I^itan  jFootball 


In  1994  Westminster  College  celebrated  its  100th  year 
of  football.  The  year  will  be  remembered  forever  in 
Westminster  history  as  the  Titans  won  an  unprecedented 
6th  NAIA  Division  II  National  Championship.  The  game 
was  even  more  meaningful,  because  it  allowed  the  team 
to  gain  revenge  over  a  Pacific  Lutheran  team  that  had 
defeated  the  Titans  in  the  1993  title  game. 

As  a  Westminster  Titan,  the  proud  history  of  the  Titan 
tradition  is  always  felt.  This  history  was  begun  by  Dr. 
Harold  E.  Burry  in  1952.  Dr.  Burry  was  responsible  for 
the  first  undefeated  team,  as  well  as  the  first  National 
Championship  team.  Dr.  Joseph  Fusco  took  over  after 
Dr.  Burry  in  1972.  Continuing  the  tradition.  Dr.  Fusco 
won  four  National  Championships.  In  1991  Gene  Ni- 
cholson became  the  third  Titan  head  coach  in  forty-two 
years. 

It  has  been  five  years  since  the  last  National  Cham- 
pionship. No  player  on  the  team  knew  what  it  was  like 
to  be  the  best.  On  December  17.  1994  we  all  understood 
what  it  meant  to  be  champions.  We  flew  to  Portland. 
Oregon  to  battle  a  foe  that  had  soundly  defeated  us  the 
year  before  50-20.  The  team  felt  as  one  when  others  felt 
that  we  had  no  chance  to  defeat  our  opponents.  When 
time  ran  out  for  the  Lutes,  the  Titans  had  won  27-7. 

The  season  produced  two  first  team  All-Americans 
and  one  second  team  All-American.  Coach  Nicholson 
was  named  coach  of  the  year.  1995  marks  the  beginning 
of  a  new  season  of  Westminster  football,  and  a  new  cen- 
tury of  Titan  tradition.
